"Cuba's soil is unsurpassed In rich- 


ness; it Is unequalled in any part of 
the United States. 
Our people can 


live there without degeneration. 
The 


Island Is capable of supporting twelve 
or fifteen million people. 
Her people 


are less undesirable now than they 
will be after ten or fifteen years of 
Independence. 
Cuba as a state In the 


union will be unsurpassed in wealth 
and prosperity. The Island will be the 
sanitarium of the entire country. The 
climate of Cub-\ la milder In winter and 
cooler in summer than that of 
the 


United States generally." 


In arguing with his democratic col- 


leagues, Senator New hinds contends 
that democrats should advocate ex- 
tending cordial invitation to Cuba, as 
this is directly in line with the tra- 
ditional policy of expanding the repub- 
lic as opposed to "the modern policy 
of expanding the empire." It is no\er 
to be expected, he argues, that Cuba 
would consent to assume the abject 
position of a dependency, such as is 
now occupied by the Philippine islands 
and Porto Rico, and she would nat- 
urally fear, if she makes the offer of 
annexation, that she would be 1'Ut in 
such inferior 
position. 
The United 


States should remove all apprehension 
in this respect by extending formal in- 
vitation to come in. 


Democrats and Tariff Legislation 
The duty of the democratic pnrty isj 


tariff legislation, as seen by the able 
senator from Ne\ada is this: 


"The democratic party should tnko j 


strong ground against reciprocal treat- 
ies t)f any ki.id. It should insist upon 
a revision of the 
tariff, and moro 


particularly against that form of pro- 
tection which enables the great indus- 
trial combinations to prey upon our 
domestic consumers while giving the 
outside world the benefit of reduced 
prices." 


With regard to the principles which 


should govern in shaping the fiscal 
system of a country, Senator Newlands 
lays down this general proposition- 


"Jhe fiscal system 
of 
a country 


should be stable. Its rates of taxation 
should be fixed in amount, certain in 
asc ertainment, and fair in distribu- 
tion. 
They should be Imposed by the 


legislative body, and should not be 
subjected to the changing action of the 
treaty-making 
power, controlled 
by 


sentiment or by interest in its relations 
with 
other 
countries. 
The system 


should not be made the subject of bar- 
gain or sale. Our duty should not be 
one thing to one person and another 
thing to another, nor should it be less 
to one nation than to-another." 


Senator Newlands believes 
that 
a 


tariff based 
m the reciprocity idea 


would hi Ing favoritism 10 some do- 
mestic industries at the expense 
of 


others, anil that the go\ernmont 
by 


adopting this reciprocity system would 
necessarily fail in its duty of absolute- 
ly fair treatment as between its citi- 
zens. 


"Whate\er party is in power, the 


custom houses will not be abolished," 
he rugues. "The revenue of the coun- 
try w ill be largely derived from c|is- 
toms duties, ankl these duties will 
necessarily gi\e either designed or in- 
cidental protection to domestic indus- 
tries. 
Reciprocity means that 
the 


products of certain domestic industries 
will go into other countries on favored 
conditions, and that the products of 
freign industries in such countries will 
come into this country on favored con- 
ditions, and thus work disadvantage to 
similar domestic industries. 
No reci- 


procity treaty can be devised which 
will not promote certain domestic in- 
dustries at the expense of others. Re- 
ciprocity w ith Cuba means that we 
favor our manufacturing interests at 
the expense of our agricultural inter- 
ests." 


Trouble With Friendly Nations 


The improbability of according fair 


and impartial treatment to equally 
friendly nations—thus 
involving, as 


must necessarily be the case, bitter 
commercial rivalries and in all prob- 
ability serious international complica- 
tions—furnishes, In the opinion of the 
Nevada senator, a very weighty argu- 
ment against the reciprocity system. 
He adds: 


"Reciprocity means favoritism in all 


foreign relations. 
Every considera- 


tion of interest which compels free 
trade inside of the republic compels 
impartial trade with the outside world. 
Reciprocity means favored trade with 
certain nations. It means giving one 
country an advantage that is not given 
to another. 
Such a policy will un- 


doubtedly secure the enmity, hatred 
and jealousy of the nations less favor- 
ed. If the sugar of Cuba is to be ad- 
mitted with a reduced duty, why not 
the sugar of Jamacia, England's col- 
ony? Is England less friendly than 
Cuba, or is England to be punished 
because her tariff imposes less re- 
straint upon the importation of our 
products than 
Cuba's? Why, also, 


should not Prance's sugar be admit- 
ted with reduced tariff—France, the 
traditional friend of the United States? 


"Reciprocity will force retaliation. 


If reciprocity \a a. wise policy it should 
be extended to other countries, and 
the natural Impulse will be to seek 
reciprocity with countries which now 
impose the most restraint upon the 
importation of our products. 
Ger- 


many has been most pronounced In 
this direction. If reciprocity is to be 
our controlling; policy, we would nat- 
urally treat with Germany first. We 
would not seek to treat with Great 
Britain, because she puts no restraint 
upon our importations. England, there- 
fore, would find herself discriminated 
against and Germany favored, simply 
because England was liberal and Ger- 
many was restrictive. How long could 
England afford to stand this discrimi- 
niatlon? Would she not be forced to 
retaliate by barring out our products, 
in order to secure a favored arrange- 
ment? 
Would 
It be wise 
for the 


United States to place a premium upon 
discrimination against our products by 
giving the most hostile country the 
most favored arrangement? Foreign 
European countries are now exceed- 
ingly restive because of our restraints 
upon their importations through high 
duties. A policy of favoritism to cer- 
tain nations would Increase our diffi- 
culty." 


Will Be Pressed Later 


Mr. Newlands' amendment to the 


Cuban treaty was not voted upon. He 
did not deem it judicious to press it 
to a vote at present, as public senti- 
ment is not yet sufficiently declared, 
aid an adverse vote might create -the 
wrong impression in Cuba that con- 
cress would not favor Cuba's applica- 
tion for admission to the union, should 
it be made. 
He has served his pur- 


pose by making it a matter of discus- 
=ion. All such questions, he said, nec-
